Doubtless there are 
hundreds doctors, members this society, who 
would cheerfully inveigled into buying some 
wildcat stock, but who will deliberate for days 
‘or weeks before investing the small sum $15.00 
their own protection.

NEEDED REFORM COUNTY SOCIETIES. 


the present time the practise medicine 
undergoing rapid changes such nature and 
degree rouse the profession serious con- 
templation the problems issue and cause 
feeling unrest and uncertainty regard the 
future. Such critical juncture the professional 
situation may viewed with equanimity 
haps brightened hope those who labor under 
the protecting wing institution limited 
organization. Unfortunately, however, the great 
mass independent practitioners must feel the 
force this insidiously growing current, fearing 
that eventually their individual efforts secure 
justice themselves must fail them. 

There has never been the history the State 
Society imperative need for the effective 
organization and consolidation the mass the 
profession than the present time. But the State 
Society labors under serious disadvantage insofar 
its strength the collective strength its 
component county societies. These the ulti- 
mate units must develop greater force and effect- 
secure just regard for the reasonable de- 
mands its members whether before the general 
public its representatives. 

The time therefore opportune for enlarging 
the activities the county organization. While 
heretofore these activities have been devoted large- 
academic purposes, long they are limit- 
this field they not afford that opportunity 
for closer cooperation and consciousness purpose 
that needed the medical profession. 

remedy this deficiency the policy county 
society must extend beyond the scientific program 
and the library, however attractive. The county 
society should encourage spirit free associa- 
tion among its members. should formulate 
plans tending increase sociability and provide 
facilities having this end view. Societies have 
been too indifferent the matter securing new 
and desirable members and they should make every 
effort increase membership. Above all they 
need leaders clear insight and close sympathy 
with the body the profession and the move- 
ments that affect it, men marked executive 
ability whose utterances and unstinted, disinterest- 
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activities command attention, respect 


dence, while they carry conviction and actuate 
others, 


SAD BUT TRUE.

The laws existence had less scope than has the 
California law. Commission had gone far; all 
were pioneering. The foreign laws help little 
because differences the basic principles 
our Government. Our Commission had make 


all its rules procedure and establish its own 
precedents. 


Now parallel condition existed the medical 


the United States. Very few men 


had ever had great responsibility meet the 
question trauma and its results The books, 
when they mention trauma all, 
only. did not give responsible information. 

The California Commission gathered group 
medical men whom the task advising 
these subjects has fallen. These men, their 
studies cases, and needs, and their general 
familiarity with the work, have become 
uable. They themselves would surprised 
learn the change their point view the 
last two and one-half years, and surprised real- 
ize their greater facility handling the ordinary 
run cases. However, because the medical 
experts are scientific conscientious men, the Com- 
mission sometimes left dilemma. Medical 
and surgical information you know not com- 
plete. Some things cannot stated positively 
men who regard their reputations. This not 
always true all medical men. The Commission 
then sometimes finds conscientious equivocal 
statement confronted comparatively irresponsi- 
ble positive statement point which one 
has the knowledge say much. This then 
problem the Commission. 


course, the Commission must listen inter- 
ested parties. state frankly that some doctors 
are not above serving cause which not scien-

Another grave problem that securing proper 
medical and surgical treatment 
juries. The medical advisors the Commission 
know all about this matter. Their work lies 
largely the review errors other doctors. 
Rightly wrongly, the California Commission 
feels responsible for surgical results. feels re- 
sponsibility the people California. feels 
that duty bound scrutinize results and 
influence the seeking surgical service which 
can offer reasonable scientific treatment. 
crushing fracture the oscalcis passes unnoticed 
when injured knee joint incised for alleged 
infection four days after injury; when fracture 
femur escapes detection; when fracture 
vertebra treated massage, and on, through 
long list, the Commission feels direct responsi- 
bility for the poor results obtained. The Com- 
mission therefore stands for the selection quali- 
fied surgeons and physicians the 
believe speak for the medical advisors the 
Industrial Accident Commission when say that 
the medical advisors stand for the same thing. 


The two foregoing subjects are probably the 
more important the medical problems. 
have with us, however, constantly recurring 
culties group cases which seems prob- 
able that sharp line demarcation can ever 
drawn. case must present problem all 
its own. sacro-iliac strains, traumatic neu- 
rasthenia, tuberculosis—pre-existing and lighted 
—or tuberculosis secondary injury, osteo arthri- 
tis, and old age maintain never-ending turmoil 
the medical affairs the Commission. 


The clear-cut cases are not difficult handle. 
The border-line cases, those which there may 
many opinions there are experts, cause trou- 
ble. Other difficulties arise from differences 
opinion only. are just serious 
decide any others. again there are the 
cases the conditions which are not met any 
existing information.

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STREPTOCOCCIC INFECTIONS THE 
SKIN.* 


ERNEST DWIGHT CHIPMAN, D., San Francisco. 


Just surgical practice the streptococcus 
seen infiltrate subcutaneous tissues and spread 
rapidly while the activities the staphylococcus are 
held check defensive abscess walls, 
dermatologic practice the streptococcus, invading 
the epidermis, shows marked tendency rapid 
dissemination compared with the straphylococcus 
which more strictly confined its activities 
the pilo-sebaceous orifices. 


Beside this rapid peripheral extension the strep- 
tococcus shows surface lesions other definite 
characteristics. For example, the exudate serous 
rather than purulent. lesions resulting from 
streptococcic infections resemble those caused 
burning. The fibrinous exudate which becomes 
apparent when the discharge diminishes also 
quite distinctive. thin, clear and whitish 
light, rosy hue. The streptococcus often, 
but means always, evinces selective prefer- 
ence for certain sites such the folds the skin. 


While streptococcic lesions have these points 
common, they may vary appearance, lesions 
from any cause, according the situation involved, 
infection the palm finding more resistant 
tissue contend with and less heat and moisture 
favor than one the axillary fold. 

The type streptococcic dermatoses impetigo 
Probably any would say off hand 
that the ome most frequent occurrence. 
Certainly the one most often diagnosed. There 
are, however, many commonplace lesions 
streptococcic origin which pass unrecognized that 
review some them will worth while. 

The behavior streptococcic infections gen- 
eral well illustrated impetigo contagiosa. The 
striking feature any case the fact that all the 
lesions are crusted. course crust con- 
secutive lesion. its predecessor? What 
the primary lesion and why seldom 
see it? 

First all, because the rapid evolution. 
Impetigo well named for the word comes from 
the Latin impetere and the lesion indeed impet- 
uous its onset. The first lesion impetigo 
minute vesicle which contains clear, serous 
liquid. The corneous envelope fragile and rup- 
tures spontaneously the slightest scratching 
other trauma. abundant effusion once 
evidence and this quickly coagulates forming the 
well known yellowish crust. Beneath this crust 
the process continues, the surrounding corneous 
layer being elevated about the circumference, and 
this turn transformed into crust which 
doubles the size the original crust. the 


ordinary impetigo contagiosa there 


toward localization the folds. 


ARTIFICIAL FOLLICULITIS COMPLICATING IMPETIGO. 

Occasionally one will see between the crusted 
lesions true impetigo small, greenish yellow 
pustules. These are not the true primary lesions

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impetigo but pustules situated about hair follicles 
—the impetigo Bockhart. The problem 
why pure staphylococcus infection should com- 
plicate pure streptococcus infection has long 


puzzled dermatologists. 


Sabourand explains somewhat this way. 
lesions caused the staphylococcus one only 
finds the staphylococcus; exists pure state 
the furuncle. Even when the staphylococcus 
engrafted upon lesion which has not caused, 
most often supplants the causal organism, dis- 
figuring the primary lesion which transforms 
gradually into one its own type. the other 
hand the streptococcus never remains pure 
state the epidermal lesion which causes. 
Almost the outset invaded other micro- 
organisms. one examines serial sections 
impetiginous crust great numbers staphylococci 
will found the upper portion while strep- 
tococci are only seen greater depth and much 
less abundance. 


IMPETIGO FOLLOWING SCABIES AND PEDICULOSIS. 

Aside from impetigo, which primary, there 
often develop impetiginous lesions consecutive 
some other dermatosis, especially one 
ginous character, such pediculosis vestimentorum 
scabies. presumption such cases that 
the subject has some chronic focus streptococcic 
activity, such the retro-auricular fold. The 
finger nails used scratching are the carriers 
and the lesions the primary affections speedily 
become impetiginous. any case impetigo 


the body that all extensive one must always 


suspect underlying antecedent scabies 
pediculosis. 


RECURRENCES IMPETIGO. 


Occasionally recurrent attacks impetigo are 
noted, several outbreaks being seen the same 
child. These recurrences may extend over 
period several years, each separated from the 
following long interval apparent cure. 
such cases chronic focus responsible and 
usually found the retro-auricular fold 
the nostril. the offending focus discov- 
ered and treated recurrences cease. 

just this tendency streptococci be- 
come localized the various folds the skin 
that many vague dermatoses originate. Many 
the forms intertrigo, for long time considered 
pure eczematous reactions, are streptococcic 
origin. This mistake favored their tendency 
become fissured and exhibit serous effusion, 
both which are cardinal signs eczema. 

RETRO-AURICULAR INTERTRIGO. 

Among the forms intertrigo streptococcic 
origin perhaps the one most often overlooked 
that occurring behind the ear. states 
that this constant one will surely find one 
two examples hundred cases are examined 
for any pediatric clinic.

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these crusts the underlying surfaces are most often 
seen covered with fine, fibrinous exudate, 
although sometimes the lesion nearly healed and 
only slight erythema visible. 

The characteristic feature this infection 
therefore the exudate, which varies from slight 
moisture marked oozing, and the consequent 
thick thin, but always distinctive, impetiginous 
crust. The tendency toward chronicity doubtless 
due the fact that within the depths the fold 
the organisms find the degree heat and moisture 
which encourages their growth. 


PERLECHE. 


Another example showing the preference the 
streptococcus for the folds the skin perléche. 
This name designates contagious, and sometimes 
epidemic, affection which attacks the angles the 
mouth, usually both sides, but occasionally 
only one. The essential lesion fissure the 
bottom the fold, which somewhat eroded 
and upon which the characteristic fine, fibrinous 
exudate seen. each side the fissure there 
epidermal thickening. Cultures will give 
streptococci few hours. 


INTERTRIGO GENERAL. 


The marked predilection the streptococcus 
for cutaneous fold undeniable. One may say 
that all intertrigos are either primarily 
tococcic secondarily infected streptococci. 
Many times intertrigo certainly appears 
essentially eczematous reaction because the fine 
vesicles often encountered. ‘These vesicles are, 
however, found the periphery the 
the bottom the fold will found fissure cov- 
ered with the characteristic exudate, and all such 
lesions will give within twelve hours culture 
streptococci. 

This association eczematoid elements with 
streptococcic lesions particularly observed the 
intertrigo often seen old and obese subjects. 
young subjects the intertrigo may purely 
streptococcic with apparent reaction 
eczematous nature. 


PARONYCHIA, PERIONYCHITIS, ETC. 


The various infections about the nail are usually 
streptococcic origin though often contaminated 
with staphylococci, that even though pus 
encountered more liquid than caused 
staphylococci alone. 


ECTHYMA. 


Certain lesions, occurring chiefly the leg, 
called French writers rupia Bateman, and 
often passing under the name ecthyma, begin 
true impetigo. However, under the influence 
depressive agents, bad hygiene, over-work, 
any cause which greatly lowers resistance, the 
streptococcus, instead being limited the 
epidermal layers, invades the true skin and causes 
lesions which only heal with scar formation. The 
lesion presented round ulcer covered with 
rupia like crust which, when removed, discloses 
not real pus but sanious liquid. ‘The lesions are 
indolent, have little tendency spontaneous cure, 
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are autoinoculable and may cause total incapacity 
the part affected. 


GENERALIZED STREPTOCOCCIC INFECTIONS 
EPIDERMIS. 


Rarely one sees generalized 
fection involving practically the entire body. Sab- 
ouraud has recorded the case confrére who later 
died diabetes which the lesion began 
inguinal intertrigo and spread over the entire body, 
sparing only the scalp, the palms and the soles. 
can recall similar case, also 
the starting point which had evidently been 
frank impetigo contagiosa the face but which 
spread rapidly over nearly the entire body except 
for the hands, feet and portions the lower legs. 
This subject later became tabetic and probable 
that only cases greatly impaired general re- 
sistance will the process become wide spread. 


IMPETIGINOUS RHINITIS. 


The same condition heat and moisture which 
favors the development organisms other loca- 
tions obtains also the nose. Nasal impetigo 
impetiginous rhinitis means uncommon. 


Because its location escapes notice and often 


serves focus for distribution organisms 
other fields. its evolution behavior and physical 
aspects does not differ from ordinary impetigo 
the skin. 


STREPTOCOCCI ETIOLOGIC FACTOR PITYRI- 


ASIFORM ECZEMA. 


Often noted upon the face children are 
sharply defined, slightly desquamative patches. 
These occur especially near the mouth. When 
seen the proper light they appear lighter 
color than the surrounding unaffected skin.. These 
patches commonly pass pityriasiform eczema. 
aware that able men they are often con- 
sidered due dietetic errors, particularly 
excessive carbohydrate ingestion. 


The suggestion their 
origin was first made Sabouraud some 
years ago, and while not recollect that 
had confirmed the opinion bacteriologic study, 
and while further not aware any corrob- 
orative studies, have nevertheless regarded them 
due streptococci foci low virulence and have 
seen them disappear under mild mercurial salves. 

Other dermatoses which streptococci are found 
but which their etiologic role has not been 
proven are scarlatina, pemphigus and elephantiasis. 
course streptococci are the acknowledged in- 
fective agents erysipelas. 


DERMATOSES INDIRECTLY DUE STREPTOCOCCI. 


Various dermatoses are due focal infections.

instituted. 
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TREATMENT. 


Success the treatment superficial strepto- 
coccic dermatoses lies not the application the 
chosen medicament alone. crusted, impetiginous 
lesions the keynote efficient treatment found 
the thorough removal all the crusts, thereby 
allowing the remedy access the oozing surface. 
Unless this done all attempts are predestined 
fail. those lesions where the process has 
extended vesicular lesion which 
has ruptured, leaving sort epidermal collarette, 
great pains must taken cut away the dead 
corneous layer, for otherwise pocket left 
which the organisms flourish because the remedy 
does not reach them. Once the surface properly 
cleared away crusts epidermal pockets the 
remedy choice white precipitate ointment 
the Eau d’Alibour common French use. 


White precipitate ointment its official ten 
per cent. strength will probably cure any case 
properly applied. For infants and those delicate 
skin five per cent. probably better. Sutton 
Kansas City prefers use one per cent. 
strength for all cases. 

Eau d’Alibour combination which varies 
much its published formulas. most used 
for this purpose follows:

After thorough preparation the surface this 
applied tampons three four times daily, 
the lesions being protected the intervals with 
zinc ointment. 


For the infections the retro-auricular fold, 
the nostrils, perléche, five per cent. the 
tincture iodine 80% alcohol recommended 
while lesions affecting the inguinal folds the 
percentage the tincture iodine may doubled. 


Discussion. 


Dr. Harry Alderson: The name, strepto- 
coccus, represents large class organisms, some 
which are related only morphologically. There 
are certain definite types streptococci, however, 
that can positively identify being the caus- 
ative agents some rather important dermatoses. 
simple affair ordinarily), rarely have fear 
deeper infection developing, but sometimes cases 
are seen where there impetigo and there are 
metastatic lesions due the streptococcus. 

Last year had the Skin Clinic the 
Stanford University Medical School, young girl 
who had four five attacks impetigo contagiosa 
with typical lesions the face and fingers. which 
were able observe. Each time, she had also 
classical erysipelas the face, and one 
she developed parotid abscess, which 
was treated surgically. careful hunt was made 
for focus, and there was found chronic lacunar 
tonsilitis. will agreed that this was probably 
the focus from which the attacks spread.

The more serious affairs that may develop from 
special varieties streptococci, namely, arthritis, 
endocarditis, and erythema nodosum (all which 
saw one case last year Lane Hospital) 
are very interesting.

pure culture streptococcus was returned from the 
heart blood. Three other cases developed the 
clinical condition pemphigus neonatorum, 
bullous impetigo the newborn. Those cases got 
well ten days two weeks, and presented 
symptoms like dermatitis exfoliativa neonatorum, the 
so-called von Ritter’s disease, undoubtedly strep- 
tococcus infection. those epidemics which Dr. 
von Ritter had described, the bullae are unusually 
few and the exfoliation unusually great. 

Dr. Jablons: very glad that Dr. Welty 
did not agree with Dr. Chipman attributing 
these skin lesions entirely streptococci. 

Jungano and Destaso make mention the fact 
that many these skin conditions are not directly 
due bacteria associated with them formerly, but 
anerobic organisms, and would like ask 

Chipman anerobic cultures were made. 

have found that the streptococcus occurs 
symbiosis with the Welch bacillus, the fragilis, 
and paraputrificus, that are to-day being recog- 
nized having pathogenic nature. The fact that 
they occur the folds the skin, where 
anerobic conditions are possible, would tend 
strengthen the assumption that not streptococci 
alone are the causal agents these infections, but 
that pathogenic anerobes are really responsible. 

Dr. Chipman, closing discussion: Dr. Jablons 
has pointed out the possibility other organisms 
than streptococci being the bottom lesions 
have thought streptococcic origin. 

the case shown tonight ordinary culture 
was hurriedly made and showed only staphylococci 
and micrococci catarrhalis. This does not prove 
that streptococci are not there. feel positive they 
are and that, had the culture been made under 
strict anerobic conditions, they would' have been 
found. certainly well known that streptococcic 
lesions are most easily superinfected with staphy- 
lococci and other organisms. 

From lesions such have discussed tonight, 
Sabouraud has made cultures pipette, finding 
the portion free from air pure cultures strep- 
tococci and the portion receiving air pure cul- 
tures staphylococci. 

Dr. Welty’s observation that lesions the 
retro-auricular fold associated with discharging ears 
are not due streptococci but faulty dressing, 
seems rather prove than disprove the theory 
parasitism. 

any event, hold special brief for the 
streptococcus. Probably causes the diseases 
have discussed though admittedly many others are 
present times. The chief point interest, 
however, not that they are due any one or- 
ganism, but that they are due some organism— 
point which seems have been entirely over- 
looked many, especially the case intertrigo 
and chronic retro-auricular foci. 

the recurrent cases impetigo which Dr. 
Alderson mentioned there was undoubtedly some 
hidden focus bacterial activity the skin itself. 


FIBROMYOMA UTERI; SKETCH 
TREATMENT, OPERATIVE AND 
OTHERWISE, WITH SPECIAL REFER- 
ROENTGEN RAY THERAPY.*

versity Erlangen under Prof. Zweifel 
tory; under the protection antiseptic measures, 
new undreamed operations were thought out 
and carried out successfully, especially abdominal 
operations. Zweifel was moving spirit; every- 
thing newly published was tried, original ideas 
put work. The that came operation 
were all large, sometimes enormous size; these 
women were all suffering severely, life frequently 
was burden; the indication for operation was 
vital one. The operation these tumors con- 
sisted ligating the uterine adnexa, putting some 
ligature around the lower segment the mass, 
amputation, extra-peritoneal fixation the stump 
the lower angle the abdominal incision. 


Zweifel had seen and adopted Dr. Koeberle’s pro- 
cedure; Koeberle Strassburg, and Spencer Wells 
London were the most successful ovariotomists 
sling with screw, using soft wire. 

The mortality after this operation was high 
even the hands the best: 20-30%. Re- 
covery after operation was tedious; the sloughing 
and granulation the stump required many 
weeks. The stump retracted; almost always 
ventral hernia developed—but the 
fore operation had been intense that the women 
felt relieved even with all the shortcomings 
this method operation. 


Shortly before that time the clamp 
discarded ovariotomies; the ovarian pedicle was 
ligated, cut and dropped into the peritoneal cavity 
the abdominal incision closed. 

Karl Schroeder Berlin was the first adopt 
this procedure for The tumor was 
temporarily ligated with elastic band, the 
stump was trimmed, sliced like melon, care- 
fully sutured together, then dropped. 

Next septic infection, was found that 
hemorrhages from the stump were frequent causes 
death after these operations, and the minds 
many were busy devising’ ways and means se- 
cure absolute hemostasis. 

Professor Treutz Leyden applied 
stump elastic ligature and dropped without 
further attention; Dr. Bardenheuer Koeln took 
kitchen utensil, needle with 
which insert pieces lard into meat; with this 
instrument carried his ligature through adnexa 
and tumor. Billroth Wien devised clamps with 
which compress the tissue, order make 
furrow, into which safe ligature could placed. 

All these things saw tried Erlangen. Zweifel 
himself devised the “continuous ligature 
cels,” running from one ligam. infundibuli pelvicum 
the other. 

The greatest progress principle, aside from 
dropping the pedicle into the abdominal cavity, 
was made Dr. Baer, Philadelphia, who 
taught ligate the main arteries supply 
the uterus; Chrobak, Wien, formed flap anteriorly 
and posteriorly and covered the stump carefully, 
calling his procedure “retroperitoneal treatment 
the pedicle.” 

this time the technic the operation 
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supravaginal amputation the uterus had almost 
reached its climax; annoyance was occasionally 
caused the ligatures, silk being mostly used; 
some ligatures worked their way into the bladder, 
forming the nucleus stone; others produced 
the very disagreeable “stump exudates.” 


overcome this drawback, 
moved the whole uterus, leaving cercival stump 
all; August Martin coined the word, that the 


best treatment the pedicle was leave none 
behind. 


Another way avoid stump exudates was 
found abandoning ligatures altogether; com- 
pression-instruments were devised with without 
cautery, electric and otherwise; the hands 
some experts splendid results were obtained, but 
the adoption fine absorbent ligature mate- 
rial, stump exudates disappeared and 
came excellent, especially since very large tumors 
became rare, and the medium sized tumors offered 
very good operative chances. 


While physicians were centering their energies 
improving the technic, especially reducing 
mortality operations the female genital or- 
gans, access the uterus through the vagina was 
found safer procedure than the abdominal 
incision, and for while the vaginal route was 
competing with the abdominal route operations 
for u.; some French operators, Péan, Ségond 
did wonderful work with the aid special re- 
tractors and clamps; even large tumors were 
successfully removed per vaginam through what 
they called “morcellement.” 


Notwithstanding American operators were the 
first remove ovarian tumors through incision 
the Douglas Chicago) their 
energies were put perfecting rather the technic 
abdominal operations, and today, following 
their example, vaginal operations for 
(aside from sub-mucous tumors) are rarely per- 
formed. 

vaginal, supra-vaginal severe 
mutilation, grave interference with the functions 
the genital organs. some cases different, 
conservative treatment offers itself from the very 
nature the case, with the pedunculated sub- 
mucous subserous tumor. Here the pedicle 
ligated, the tumor, but not the uterus, removed. 
The same principle was employed also for intra- 
mural tumors. Enucleation, even large tumors, 
was recommended and successfully done. 

The advantages this procedure are manifest: 
the organ remains, the offending tumor alone 
removed. own experience with the enucleation 
these intramural fibroids has not been very 
fortunate; have done few times, removed 
one several tumors, only find more present 
after few years. seems others have had 
similar unpleasant experiences; therefore, most 
operators the present time perform hysterectomy 
routine operation, reserving enucleation for 
special cases. 

The operations heretofore mentioned are 


considered radical treatment, since the 


with the uterus (mostly) are removed. was

natural the time when the mortality these 
radical operations was very high that other less 
dangerous, palliative operations were advised and 
carried out. 

For some time curettage the uterine cavity 
and cauterization were much favor; some 
cases simple, harmless, useful procedure; but 
where the uterine cavity much distorted, sinuous 
consequence the presence fibroid tumors, 
curettage proved itself rather difficult and 
the same time dangerous procedure. present 
employed merely for diagnostic purposes, where 
the presence carcinoma suspected. 

For short time ligature the uterine arteries 
was done from the vagina; but this groping the 
dark was soon abandoned. 

Hegar advised the removal the ovaries; 
have seen marvelous results from this operation; 
hemorrhages ceased, tumors diminished size, 
even disappeared entirely. But the majority 
cases the condition remained unchanged. He- 
the high mortality myoma operations then pre- 
vailing; present has only historic interest. 

For years physicians were intensely concerned 
with the technic operations for When 
its perfection was attained, when vast numbers 
with had been operated, then 
physicians wished know what 
become 'their patients, what were the final re- 
sults their operative activities. number 
searching, interesting reports were made, and im- 
portant results published. 

was noticed that few cases carcinoma had 
developed the cervix, when supravaginal ampu- 
tation had been done; this observation brought 
many favor total extirpation every case. 
other instances, after total extirpation—panhys- 
terectomy—cystocele, prolapse the vagina was 
observed. today most operators vary their 
procedure according conditions present; 
nulliparous woman the vaginal portion 
fectly healthy, the simple amputation done; 
but the vaginal portion torn, infiltrated, 
eroded, then best remove the cervix too. 

Furthermore, was found that many women 
suffered severely from molimina climacterii, much 
more and for longer period than when cessa- 
tion menses came about natural way; 
these symptoms were especially distressing 
younger women. was therefore advised leave 
ovary some ovarian tissue behind whenever 
the ovary was found normal condition. 
But from these ovaries left the abdomen, 
trouble arose: some became cystic, others developed 
into neoplasms; another operation, after some time, 
had performed. From observation extending 
over many years the following practice now 
being accepted:

greatest importance and much discussed 
has been the matter indication for myomectomies. 
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When every third fourth woman died after 
operation, the indication for such dangerous 
undertaking was carefully considered. 
Hemorrhages, pressure diaphragm, intestines, 
bladder, reach rather high degree before 
woman would risk her life with operation. 
With the perfection technic and improvement 
results the indications were much extended. 
was soon claimed that were the same 
class kystoma ovarii—that is, they should 
removed whenever found, whether producing symp- 
toms not; was considered wise not allow 
them become troublesome but rather operate 
before that stage. was contended that the 
indirectly caused inflammatory affections the 
uterine adnexa. Special stress was laid the 
observation that occasionally was not 
but fibro sarcoma; that sarcomatous 
degeneration the may take place; that 
sarcoma carcinoma may co-exist with the 
But these extravagant views few possessed 
furor were never shared the 
medical profession; these views are not sustained 
the evidence every day practice. The 
sane opinion that themselves are harmless 
occurrences; they frequently exist without any 
symptoms whatever; they produce occasionally dis- 
comfort; they interfere occasionally with the well- 
being the bearer; they menace life only ex- 
tremely rare cases, ever. relieve the symp- 
toms constitutes cure. Conservative physicians 
have always considered operation for with 
its risks and rather out proportion 
the morbid condition; they have looked for some 
remedy, for milder treatment.

‘These 
gentlemen made many biologic researches upon 
plants and animals; aided expert engineers, 
they created what called the “Freiburg method,” 
that consists administering large doses hard 
rays with perfect protection the skin. 


When read many reports X-ray therapy 
Gynecology, became much interested 
this procedure that the fall made 
trip Germany for the purpose study actino- 
therapy gynecologic practice, familiarize my- 
self with the technic, study the scope appli- 
cation, and learn results. 

paper read before the 
County Medical Society, spring 1914, reported 
experiences length. wish once more em-

superseded X-ray therapy. was that 
cases seen were treated successfully X-rays; 
that is, the symptoms were relieved, all tumors 
diminished size, many became imperceptible. 
The standpoint now: operation only when 
rays are not advisable, against the standpoint 
the beginning: X-rays when operation con- 
tra-indicated. 


The advantages rays treatment compared 
with operation are manifest: deaths, 
pital, narcosis, anxiety, suffering, 
complications (phlebitis, ventral hernia, adhesions). 
The woman makes appointment with her phy- 
sician with the dentist, though there such 
torture the dentist’s chair.

Aside from this there are still few things 
the credit X-rays; after operation the cli-

SHOWN OCULAR SIGNS.*

The diagnosis and prognosis many systemic 
conditions have become intimately connected 
with the signs and symptoms ocular origin that 
proficiency the use the ophthalmoscope will 
become universal amongst internists few years. 

The significance albuminuric retinitis, dis- 
seminated choroiditis, Argyll-Robertson pupil, 
papilloedema now instantly appreciated even 
the tyro internal medicine. 

Still further, illustrative more specialized 
signs, find beginning temporal atrophy 
suggestive early multiple sclerosis; transient 
attacks diplopia, tabes; hemorrhages the 
retina, apoplexy, etc. 

But what needs emphasized the correla- 
tion eye signs and the finer balance the or- 
ganism whole: the signs indicative 
turbed vasomotor and trophic nerve functions, 
errors metabolism, and hygiene. 

Most such lesions the ocular tunics are 
dismissed the thought that they are due 
“constitutional defects” (except for their immediate 
local indications for treatment). But why treat 
them casually? are missing one the finer 
privileges our profession. are delaying the 
progress preventive medicine not insisting 
careful estimation the subtle balance physio- 
logical processes. 

These disturbances efficiency naturally fall into 
several groups. 

Those dependent upon the cardiovascular system 
often come first the ophthalmologist because 
the failure very important organ special 
sense. But unless the ophthalmologist has such 
possibility mind, the primary cause the 
local symptoms will overlooked. 

practice all adult cases complaining 
eye strain, for instance, ascertain the presence 
absence certain functional defects; for has 
been experience that the subjective symptoms 
precede any definite objective signs. suspicions 
are always aroused history transient at- 
tacks amblyopia, photopsias various kinds, in- 
ability sustain accommodation, transient attacks 
diplopia and vertigo, tinnitus aurum, especially 
the recumbent position, flushes blood the 
head, etc. such symptoms are elicited and 
found that there retinal hyperemia miid 
retinal arteriosclerosis, especially there 
the arterio-venous crossings—one may 
ably certain that there some general vascular 
disturbance. such patients may doing 
their daily work usual, not infrequently high 
blood pressure found, one the various 
defects the cardiac region, vasomotor dis- 
turbance, abnormal blood picture. Further- 
more, how can expect ocular comfort under 
such conditions even with the most careful atten- 
tion the refraction and muscular balance? 
hopeless alleviate the focal symptoms unless

internist contemporaneously takes care the cir- 
culatory system. 


But the important point the early recognition 
systemic inefficiency before has seriously 
involved the vital organs, before the appearance 
frank retinal arterio-sclerosis with its complica- 
tions, nephritis, any the secondary re- 
sults cardiovascular failure, short, before the 
patient suspects that there anything wrong with 
himself. 

respect the nervous system, the same 
generalization holds true. Particularly important 
the early diagnosis tabes, multiple sclerosis, 
and intracranial tumor, are transient attacks 
diplopia and amblyopia; also defects color fields; 
cerebrospinal syphilis suggested unequal pupils 
before Argyll-Robertson appears. 
tematic study the fundus all eye cases, 
well attention the ocular muscle balance and 
the more frequent taking fields will lead 
suspicion and diagnosis before ataxia and other 
serious symptoms appear. 

There are other interesting groups associated 
with the respiratory, nephritic and gastro-intestinal 
systems, but there are two subjects which are par- 
ticularly interesting me. 

The first might entitled the conservation 
vision and health phlyctenular disease, and the 
second, ocular signs and symptoms errors 
metabolism. 

are glad see steady growth the 
propaganda for the prevention blindness due 
ophthalmia neonatorum. ravages such 
inflammation are rapid and destructive, 
physician keenly alive the necessity deal- 
ing with radically. But ophthalmia due 
phlyctenular disease have progressive and 
chronic affair which extends over years; 
cause its periods acute exacerbations are not 
attended with immediate danger sight, the dis- 
ease allowed run its insidious course, being 
treated only its acute intervals local condi- 
tion. What the result? sure not 
exaggerating when say that have seen more 
useless eyes due dense leucomata the cornea, 
with phlyctenulosis cause, than have similar 
eyes due ophthalmia neonatorum, optic 
atrophy glaucoma. But even greater 
are those cases, not useless eyes in- 
efficient vision due faint corneal nebulae. These 
are, numerically, surprisingly one will take 
the trouble condense oblique cone 
the corneae all patients who see only 6/7 
6/10 with their correction. firmly believe that 
the economical and. sociological factors 
large numbers phlyctenular eyes are worth con- 
sidering seriously, and further, that the ophthalmic 
surgeon who allows repeated attacks phlyctenular 
keratitis follow each other without 
systemic investigation and treatment culpable 
the one who does not employ advise Crede’s 
method. 

The pathogenesis phlyctenulosis still 
mooted point, but generally agreed that 
due constitutional defects. convinced that 
there are two main elements the symptom com- 
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plex which are practically always present. 
first tendency lymphatic hypertrophy, and 
the second gastro-intestinal disturbance. The 
two form vicious circle. picture may 
further elaborated tubercular infection the 
lymphatic bones, eczema different lo- 


calities, carious teeth, purulent middle ear, mental 
defects, etc. 


difficult estimate which the keystone 
this arch toxic foci, but experience leads 
place the the tonsils and adenoids 
patient careful diet and give tonics, while 
quantities shiny mucus and particles putrefied 
inflammatory products from the tonsils are being 
constantly swallowed. First enucleate the tonsils 
and adenoids; then carefully prepared diet and 
intestinal regime combined with tonics will de- 
velop tone which can easily prevent further at- 
tacks. 

course, carious teeth must 
tuberculin must administered cases which are 
clearly tubercular, broken down glands 
removed, etc. not few cases progress will 
made unless the patient put rest hos- 
pital for two three weeks. 
partial such cases diaphoresis, intestinal lavage, 
control the usual acidosis with antacids and 
diet, and massage. 

remarkable how flooded the system may 
with products auto-intoxication and give no- 
ticeable signs except those the eye. chil- 
dren very often run daily temperatures, have the 
most offensive stools, pass albumen the urine, 
etc., and are candidates for defective, cer- 
tainly least deficient classification. ‘Therefore 
the early recognition the importance the signs 
phlyctenular conjunctivitis and keratitis will lead 
conservation efficiency not dreamed of. 

has been recognized for years that certain 
inflammations the eye are due errors 
metabolism, g., retrobulbar neuritis, scleritis, and 
cataract. still have great deal learn con- 
cerning the finer metabolism. 
turbances metabolism hand hand with 
habit its broad sense, with the vasomotor system 
and the trophic nerve system. 

Ophthalmologists often see the incipient signs 
breakdown the balance these processes be- 
fore constitutional changes sufficient extent have 
developed attract the attention the 
the internist laboratory worker. other 
times laboratory tests and physical signs 
tive where the patient unaware any 
the eye. 

These cases are most common among people 
more years age, and the signs are 
heeded many years efficiency and happiness may 
added their lives. 

will mention few long list such 
signs. Loss eye lashes eyebrows. Here the 
metabolic error not infrequently associated with 
ductless gland atrophy insufficiency. brawny 
eczematous thickening and redness the loose skin 
covering the lids will recur and persist most ex- 
asperatingly local treatment. Chronic 
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blepharitis and conjunctivitis due diabetes, gout, 
etc., also will not recover unless systemic con- 
ditions are improved; likewise episcleritis, corneo- 
scleral infiltrations, marginal keratitis, cyclitis, cer- 
tain forms cataract, vitreous opacities, synchisis 
scintillans, retino-choroidal degeneration, detach- 
ment the retina, retrobulbar neuritis, etc.

done regulate the habits and apply stimulative 
measures the various systems 
way, until some more satisfactory technic 
developed test metabolic functions. 
same time will anticipate and prevent serious 
damage vital structures. 

conclusion wish state that while the 
duty the ophthalmologist insist decom- 
pression when there papilloedema 
tion round cells before possibly localization can 
made brain tumor; insist the use 
svecific remedies the presence disseminated 
choroiditis despite the Wassermann: 
insist rest bed the presence 
hemorrhage even with only trace albumen 
the urine and not very high blood pressure; 
is, from the preventive medicine and 
conservation also his duty 
that proper laboratory clinical tests made 
these early ocular signs down 
systemic groups. Also, the absence 
clusive the interrist, and only the eve 
signs and subjective symptoms basis. the pa- 
tient should put habit, medi- 
cation, and hygiene which will not cure the 
local condition but stop the subtle undermining 
vitality and efficiency.

Discussion. 


Dr. Harold Gifford, Omaha: along 
are more and more impressed with the fact that 
the ophthalmologist getting somewhat 
minor factor the treatment large num- 
ber eye diseases, and between the dentist and 
general practitioners, not much left for the 
oculist! That, however, does not relieve the 
responsibility getting all the light that can 
these obscure cases. Looking back years 
practice, can see many cases which treated 
somewhat vaguely and ineffectually, without know- 
ing all the real cause the trouble—cases 
iritis, uveitis, retrobulbar -neuritis—cases which 
used treat, and many them got well, 
without attention the real cause the trouble, 
which may have been temporary one. course, 
knew that lot obscure eye diseases are 
due nasal and general troubles, but until com- 
paratively recently did not appreciate how many 
were due bad teeth. Since have known the 
effects pyorrhea, and have radiogram the 
teeth part the regular examination, diag- 
nose good many cases that formerly missed 
out on. just give you one which impressed 
me: The patient, woman about 35, had lost 
one eye from malignant uveitis. All sorts things 
had been tried. giving full doses salicylate 
could hold the thing for time, but one eye 
was practically lost and the other eye was started 
the same way. had asked her whether there 
was anything the matter with her teeth and she 
said “Nothing They had been gone over 
good dentist who said that they were perfectly 
sound. had radiogram taken which showed 
two little apical abscesses. had those teeth 
pulled out and all symptoms disappeared; the 
threatened blindness thing the past. When 
comes treatment these cases which depend 
upon some extra-ocular cause, ought simply 
turn them over the general man and wash our 
hands them, should after thorough ex- 
amination and line treatment and suggestion 
the general practitioner reassume the main re- 
sponsibility the case and see that the treat- 
ment carried out with full regard the im- 
portance the eye symptoms? There strong 
temptation follow out the former course, but 
believe the latter will give better result far 
the eyes are concerned. With regard the 
treatment trouble depending upon arterio-scle- 
rosis, including incipient cataracts, the question 
how long the treatment should continued 
important one. grant that iodide potas- 
sium any other remedy use these cases, 
can escape from the conclusion that the remedy 
should continued long the patient lives? 
Certainly the tendency arterio-sclerosis not 
going diminish with advancing age. This brings 
cialist politically, and think the practice medi- 
cine will never what ought until so- 
cialism established, least medicine; that is, 
not until the economic factor entirely eliminated 
and can feel free recommend whatever treat- 
ment, physician surgeon seems best, without 
regard the pocketbook either the medical 
man the patient. 

enjoyed Dr. Alexander’s paper very much, but 
differ from him slightly the treatment 
phlyctenular disease the eye. There are parts 
the world where what says about phlyctenu- 
lar disease is- very true. the south among the 
negroes, very common and destructive, and 
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the clinic where was formerly assistant, 
the hospital was half full phlyctenular keratitis; 
but Nebraska and vicinity, must say that 
large portion the cases phlyctenular disease 
that have seen, have occurred children who 
seemed otherwise perfectly healthy, and who have 
made excellent recoveries without any treatment 
whatever; spite the well-known fact that 
large number these cases show tuberculin reac- 
tions. have seldom resorted even the cod 
liver oil iron. you can get them take 
good care the edges the lids, keep the 
nose well cleaned with salt solution, and use 
yellow ointment the eyes and the lids and 
the nostrils, and can have this kept for month 
two after the least sign the disease have 
disappeared, the great majority them get well 
without any other treatment. 

Dr. Behlow: This paper Dr. Alexan- 
der’s seems strike very fundamental 
note. The very wealthy patient able pay for 
the various specialists’ examinations and therefore 
may derive benefit from such examinations. The 
pauper, the indigent, who comes our free clinics, 
really receives better examinations 
correlation these examinations than the very 
wealthy patient does. The man half-way between, 
the man moderate means, the wage-earner, does 
not receive any this special work. Realizing 
that, group physicians St. Luke’s decided 
co-operate the diagnosis disease for the 
average citizen. The result has been that the cases 
have been worked more intelligently, and the 
examination the eye has certainly told the mem- 
bers this particular organization considerable 
about the general condition the patient. have 
been told that one case the finding keratitis 
was the particular sign which made the diagnosis 
syphilis. Again, the hemorrhages 
the retina has been utmost importance point- 
ing toward myxedematous state, arteriosclerotic 
state, nephritic state. make discussion 
rather brief, would say that seems that 
have the past failed recognize the im- 
portance definite correlation various specialists 
(and not except the eye) with the general 
medical and surgical work, and that this failure 
has been one the greatest drawbacks the 
practice medicine for the average patient. The 
sooner get the point where the ophthalmol- 
ogist, aurist and laryngologist, neurologist and 
other specialists, join with the so-called internist 
and surgeon really giving medical treatment and 
medical diagnosis our average patient, not the 
Midas the pauper) the sooner will arrive 
much better medicine and one which will drive 
the so-called cults out existence. 

Dr. Emmet Rixford: There rather power- 
ful force active present the direction indi- 
cated Dr. Behlow, namely, the fashion 
medical men get together small groups with 
operator, stenographer, etc., and common labo-

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SALVARSAN AND NEOSALVARSAN 
TROPICAL DISEASES.* 
HERBERT GUNN, D., San Francisco. 

The following article review the litera- 
ture which few personal observations have 
been added. Since the advent these drugs they 
have been employed extensively tropical diseases 
and some with beneficial effect. 

Malaria: this disease salvarsan seems 
produce the greatest effect the benign tertian 
parasite which the most amenable quinine 
treatment. 

While several observers claim that salvarsan 
destructive all the malarial parasites, the 
used should combined with quinine treat- 
ment. 

Werner, working South Africa and dealing 
with the subtertian and tertian benign parasites, 
states, with salvarsan the blood could cleared 
quinine took hours. 

produce cure from one two injections, 
grm. are necessary and must adminis- 
tered during the acute stage the disease there 
but very slight effect given during the latent 
period. advocates combined treatment with 
quinine and neosalvarsan and states that con- 
siderably reduced doses are required. 

The introduction emetine into 
medicine has given remedy which greatly 
facilitates the treatment amebic dysentery. 
Nevertheless, there are cases which resist all treat- 
ment and these salvarsan may prove 
benefit. 

Further, has been shown Allen, 
and others that emetine does not always destroy 
the the intestinal tract the extent 
that the amelioration symptoms would lead 
one believe. 

Winn, Panama, reports cases treated with 
salvarsan and neosalvarsan with improvement 
all. The number and character 
changed within hours and the stools were 
free from amebe within from hours. 


Willets, Manila, treated eight cases 


biasis not showing symptoms 


cases harboring cysts entamebz histolytica, with. 


complete destruction the parasite all. 

the same class cases was efficient 
70% the cases and emetin only 36%. have 
used neosalvarsan several cases complete the 
cure after thorough course emetin had been 
administered. patients were cured but how 
much benefit was due the neosalvarsan was 
unable determine, the demonstration en- 
cysted forms such cases impossible. 
However, such therapy, view Willits’ find- 
ings, would appear sound. 

Trypanosomiasis: Sleeping sickness, due the 
trypanosoma gambiense, has been treated quite ex- 
tensively with salvarsan and neosalvarsan, but with 
very definite beneficial results the present 
time,

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Vorwerk reports cases treated with salvarsan. 
states that the trypanosomes disappear from 
the blood shortly after the injection but that re- 
lapses occur. his opinion less value than 


Lurz treated cases with improvement the 
general condition and believes that used the 
early stages benefit. 

Aubert treated cases with salvarsan vari- 
ous stages, and states the drug improves the general 
condition and causes gain weight. One in- 
jection produces sterilization the blood for 
four months. 

Heckenroth and Blanchard state that one 
two injections salvarsan neosalvarsan cause, 
certain cases, sterilization the blood, but 
that the course the disease not checked and the 
patient such cases the cerebrospinal fluid 
contains many trypanosomes unaffected the 
drug. 

The drug injected subdurally some these 
cases caused disappearance the trypanosomes 
and lymphocytosis, but permanent improvement 
the condition. 

Levaditi and have experimented 
with the serums rabbits infected with nagana 
trypanosomes, (T. Brucie). The serum was ob- 
tained follows: 

from salvarsanized healthy rabbits. 

2nd from salvarsanized infected rabbits. 

3rd from untreated infected rabbits. 


Three kinds serum were thus obtained: No. 
serum simply salvarsanized, No. serum 
varsanized and containing trypanolytic ambo- 
ceptor, No. serum simply containing trypano- 
lytic amboceptor. 

These serums were injected into infected mice 
with the following result: 

Salvarsanized serum effected but slightly the 
development the trypanosomes, and hardly de- 
layed the death the animal. 

The effect the trypanocidal serum contain- 
ing only amboceptor was practically the same, 
whereas the effect the serum salvarsanized and 
trypanocidal was stop the multiplication the 
trypanosomes and when given large doses rid 
the blood them. 

They suggest that such serum 
spinally sleeping sickness. 

dermal leishmaniasis (L. tropica Wright) 
the so-called oriental sore tropical sore, sal- 
varsan seems very little value, although 
isolated cases are reported cures being effected 
it. 

The most striking effects produced salvarsan 
are seen the diseases produced the 

yaws frambesia tropica, caused the 
treponema pertenue, the results have been excellent. 

Harper states, “every Fijian native who does 
not die infancy contracts yaws, usually about 
the age two 

The indirect mortality great. treated 
cases with salvarsan and neosalvarsan with ex- 
cellent results. 


The Yaws Hospital St. Lucia (Windward 
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Islands) treated 245 cases one year with 229 
cures. The drug was used intramuscularly. 

Girling, Belgian Congo, treated cases with 
rapid and complete cures all. The drug gave 
relief hours, the eruption was dry week 
and gone days. states many these 
cases had been under treatment for years with 
atoxyl, tartar emetic, etc. 

Grothusen reports cases with cure 83% 
after one injection. 

Relapsing fever: ‘This name covers several dis- 
eases found different parts the world and 
produced various 

The European due the spirochete obermieri 
recurrentis; the African due the duttoni; 
the Asiatic due the carteri; and the American 
due the novyi. all these salvarsan and 
neosalvarsan act specific. 

Primet, Trans. 13th Internat. Congress 
Medicine, summarizing the results obtained 
various medical officers the treatment re- 
lapsing fever Tokin, since the introduction 
salvarsan states: 102 patients salvarsan was 
injected subcutaneously, with mortality 5.9%, 
the previous mortality being from 50-75%; 
were injected intravenously, varying doses, with 
mortality 2.9%. 270 treated one officer 
reducing mortality from 40% 3%, the minimum 
efficient dose being 0.2 grm. 195 treated with 
only deaths—dose 0.25 grm. states relapses 
were common after all doses. 

While the mortality relapsing fever noted 
above occurring prior the use salvarsan ap- 
pears extremely high, there are several writers 
who note similar mortality among cases Indo- 
China; for instance, Perthuisot, who states the mor- 
tality 1911 was 69%, while 1912, after intro- 
duction salvarsan, fell 7.6%, and 
1913 4%. used 0.15 grns. and never found 
necessary give second injection. 

Conseil, North Africa, treated cases with 
salvarsan 0.008 grm. per kilo body weight—with 
cures and one relapse, but all showing very severe 
reaction, and cases with neosalvarsan 0.021 
0.007 grm. per kilo body weight, all being cured 
with one injection and the reaction being much 
less severe than with salvarsan. 

Lamoureux, the West Coast Madagascar, 
treated cases relapsing fever 
that 0.3 grm. inconstant action and was 


not always sufficient cause the disappearance 


the spirochetes. 

Swift and Ellis, experimenting with 
duttoni, propagated white rats and mice, showed 
that salvarsanized serum had most marked 
spirocheticidal property. 

The same was shown human beings, neosal- 
varsan producing more active serum than sal- 
varsan. 

leprosy rule effect has been ob- 
tained, although Schmitter Manila reports 
cases showing improvement many with the use 
salvarsan. 

filariasis these drugs have proved useless, 
though thought they may some value 
elephantiasis. 


have used salvarsan and experi- 
mentally several cases rectal bilharziosis 
without any effect, the miracidia being just 
active the ova after treatment before. 

clonorchis sinensis infections have used 
both drugs—in six seven cases. 

While there was effect the life the 
parasites, the symptoms seemed somewhat 
ameliorated, there being less pain the region 
the liver and upper abdomen, and the general 
condition being improved. This improvement last- 
for several months, and two cases the patients 
returned requesting second injection and one 
third. all these the Wassermann was 
negative. 

Other parasites present during treatment some 
these cases were hookworm, trichocephalus dis- 
par, strongylcides intestinalis, ascaris lumbricoides 
and cercomonas intestinalis, upon none which 
was there any noticeable effect.

rabies human beings California was reported 
34. report two additional cases, making 

No. 35. child, age died rabies 
Oakland August 16, 1915. July 17th 
this case was bitten dog proven rabid 
microscopical the State Hygienic 
Laboratory. She was badly bitten both hands, 
the right hand showing tear inch long under- 
neath the thumb, deep puncture the top 
the thumb, two punctures the palm the 
hand, and two deep punctures other fingers. 
There were three punctures the back the 
hand. the back the left hand there was 
deep cut one-half inch long, inch tear was 
the back the middle finger and similar size 
tear the palm the hand. There were 
number punctures the back the hand and 
there was deep tear the inside the ring 


-finger. All the wounds were cauterized with 


carbolic acid over two hours after the biting. 

The child was the laboratory July 
19th and administration the Pasteur treatment 
was begun. 

August 13, four days after the 
the treatment, the mother telephoned this labo- 
ratory that the child was not well. That after- 
noon she was brought the laboratory. The 
mother said the child had come home from school 
the day before complaining pain the left arm 
from the fingers the elbow.

The temperature was 99.7, pulse 124, 
knee jerks could not obtained. There was loss 
appetite. She could drink water without dif- 
ficulty, but only wanted little time. She 
was restless the night before and cried twice. 

When seen August 14th the temperature 
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was 103, pulse 120. The child readily recognized 
attendants and seemed normal. The pupils reacted 
but were dilated, especially the left. When offered 
water she seemed adverse drinking it. 
persistent urging she was able drink some with 
great deal difficulty, complaining pain when 
she tried swallow. 

August 15th the patient was highly nervous 
the morning, afternoon, and night. She was 
very talkative, looking into space, seeming see 
something with look terror. She would 
throw her arms around her mother and cry very 
sharply, then sob, then quiet down for few 
moments. She would call for water and when 
offered she would refuse take it. There 
was real convulsion. The fact that one merely 
spoke her would cause spasm the face, 
head and arms, with jerking the head. 
paroxysms would pass very shortly and then she 
would appear 

August 16th the child was coma and 
died about 11:30 autopsy was held. 
the symptoms this case there doubt 
that the cause death was rabies, and again 
points out that complete immunity, even with the 
intensive Pasteur treatment, not established fast 
enough. 

No. 36. P., man, age 36, died rabies 
May 1916, Bieber, Lassen County. 

That this patient was bitten could not estab- 

lished. Investigation showed that neighbor owned 
four dogs, one which, after fighting with 
coyote, was shot about two months before when 
symptoms rabies were noticed. Shortly after 
this one the dogs, with injured foot, was 
cared for the patient. This animal died three 
four days later with typical symptoms rabies. 
The patient’s hands were always cracked and cut, 
and the supposition that the infection was 
probably contracted this manner. This case 
similar N., reported the previous 
that history bite was obtained and that 
the symptoms were laryngeal pharyngeal paraly- 
sis.

edies which relegate all others oblivion. 


shall abstract some the more important arti- 
cles, commenting them go, and taking 
those first which consider the etiology. not 
supposed that this complete review 
the literature. Some very important papers have 
doubt been overlooked, and can certify that 
have read number that hardly paid for the 
time looking them through. 

Aimé cites the following passage from 
Leroy (Paris Medical, June 1913):

When 
the kidneys finally act, the crisis over. the 
tendency the poisons toward the 
asthmatic attack results instead.” would 
convenient theory with which account for those 
allied manifestations, puerperal eclampsia, and 
uraemia. 

Aimé remarks that haemophiliacs are said never 
become epileptics and says this possibly at- 
tributable the delayed coagulation time the 
blood, but Thom (Epilepsia, June, 1915) says that 
epilepsy not unknown among haemophiliacs, and 
that the coagulation time was normal 92% 
203 cases examined him. 

Bolten careful article mentions Bra’s 
neurococcus, which shall refer later. refers 
the work Bratz, who found glia proliferation 
only one-half his cases and sclerosis the 
cornu ammonis like percentage.

ROENTGEN TREATMENT LOCAL-

Since this improved 
tube has changed Roentgen therapy consider- 
able extent, the pathologic and Roentgen labora-

admittedly true that the development 
the present-day hospital system the growth 
size and departments the out-patient depart- 
ments has been faster than their growth 
cient methods practice and administration. 
There doubt that the out-patient department 
and dispensary have come stay and that the 
growing demand for their services will lead 
still greater development and extension 
near future. There reason for believing that 
the dispensary will come one the chief 
agents public health and preventive medicine 
propaganda. has been recognized course 
feeder for the hospital. But equally even 
more important its function following 
post-hospital cases both for treatment and for data 
end-results. specialized feature dispen- 
sary practice its application preventive medi- 
cine. exemplified the infants’ milk sta- 
tions and children’s clinics, the tuberculosis 
and the social service features which are coming 
into increasing prominence. The dispensary sys- 
tem being utilized good advantage too 
industrial concerns both for treatment and for 
prevention. 

spite the recognized importance the dis- 
pensary organized medical work, and the 
tremendous impetus the last few years the 


systemization the hospital system, the 


terests economy and efficiency, the dispensary 
has been grossly neglected, and its real possibilities 
mained for the American Hospital Association 
institute definite steps toward remedying the present 
deficiencies. The report the Committee 
Out-patient Service that association (Read 
16th annual conference Amer. Hosp. 
St. Paul., Aug. 25-28, 1914. Reported 
Modern Hospital, Jan., 1915,) embodies the first 
available general study the dispensary situation, 
and formulates tentative program for improve- 
ment. 

‘The total number dispensaries the United 
States estimated 760, which 400 are general 
dispensaries, 300 are for tuberculosis only, and 
are restricted specialties. Nearly 200 more are 
devoted preventive work among babies. 
are indefinite number, too, private basis, 
school clinics, which most are dental, and 
commercial clinics, not always ethically conducted. 
The total 760 seven times great 
1900. Only ten ‘states have dispensary all. 
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the 400 general dispensaries, 75% are cities 
more than 100,000 population; 15% are 
cities between 20,000 and 100,000, and 10% 
are towns under significant feature 
the recent growth the dispensary system 
the smaller towns and cities. 


the 400 general dispensaries, about 250, 
62.5%, are out-patient departments hospitals, 
and the balance are independent hospitals. Data 
could obtained from but 160 the 400, and 
these 118 were out-patient departments hos- 
pitals. answer question their organiza- 
tion, these 118 out-patient departments re- 
ported that the clinical medical staff exercised all 
administrative well professional authority. 
clerk janitor was provided assign 
patients and direct employees. the superin- 
tendent the hospital appointed representative 
discharge these functions. five these 
cases, this representative was changed frequently, 
and large proportion the remaining the 
representative house officer nurse with other 
duties and with responsibility except for the 
daily routine. Few indeed had taken the first step 
toward good organization placing charge 
the out-patient department trained officer with 
due authority. complicated dispensary receiving 
several hundred patients daily requires superin- 
tendent the interest efficiency and economy 
just much does hospital. This same criti- 
cism holds effect with the independent dispen- 


stated truly that “necessary conse- 
quence inadequate organization, dispensaries 
have loosely administered admission systems: the 
routine transfer patients for consultation 
not worked out: record systems are lax: and per- 
haps more important than all, the problems and 
needs the dispensary are thought out 
one and are not adequately presented the re- 
sponsible authorities.” 


Investigation dispensary costs was hampered 
lack exact statistics most cases. cost 
accounting system and itemization different ad- 
ministrative units the clinic, with carefully 
prepared budget, are certainly necessary the 
dispensary the hospital the commercial 
concern. unit adopted the committee 
the American Hospital Association was the average 
cost per patient per visit, but average figures 
could obtained with any reliability. The esti- 
mated cost per patient per visit the out-patient 
departments ranged from six sixty-eight cents. 
The conclusion drawn that cost per visit 
less than cents indicates either too low 
standard service imperfect system cost 
accounting. Fifty sixty cents can not consid- 
ered unjustifiably high. discussing the cost per 
visit, unit, attention called the fact that 
this unit depends the two factors amount 
money expended, and the number visits pa- 
tients. With too little money, proper clinical 
work can not done. With too many patients 


for the facilities provided, the standard will also 
fall. 


The report emphasizes the importance labora- 


tory facilities the dispensary. about 160 
institutions answering this question, from 
89% had facilities for examination urine, blood, 
sputum, throat and vaginal smears, 67% pro- 
vided for Wassermann reactions, and 71% for 
X-ray work. This encouraging report, but 
turning the utilization these facilities 
the medical staff, the condition not found 
pleasing. The pertinent query made, “Are 
satisfied with medical practice which has 
laboratory within its reach, but does not use 
The remedy have acceptable minimum 
standard and then live it. 

Sixty-eight out 149 institutions reported 
social service department; had none, and did 
not answer. Stress justly laid the percentage 
patients paying but one visit even though need- 
ing further medical attention. dispensaries 
high standing this percentage found vary from 
75%. This represents large element 
waste and inefficiency. 

the basis its investigations far, the 
committee Service suggests certain

These are worth repeating. There should 
central administrative authority control. 
There should salaried full-time 
registrar for clerical and statistical work. Sta- 
tistics should include the following points: New 
patients each department; total visits paid 
new and old patients together for each department 
and for the dispensary whole; patients should 
divided into male and female with the number 
children stated under each. The age considered 
childhood should recorded. should 
central alphabetical card index giving 
least age, and address for identification. 
There should suitable facilities for isolation 
contagious suspects. patient the 
medical departments should receive general phy- 
sical examination routine. Laboratory fa- 
cilities should provided for least urine, 
blood, the simpler bacteriological tests, and for 
Wassermann reactions. facilities 
should provided the gynecologic and genito- 
urinary clinics. X-ray department es- 
sential. 10. woman attendant should always 
present the examination females requiring 
exposure the body. 11. There should some 
organized social service work. 12. Accounts 
out-patient departments should kept separate 
from hospital accounts. 13. system of. fees for 
patients desirable not only financial mea- 
sure, but for its reaction the patients, and its 
stimulus good 14. central 
registry book should provided for each member 
the medical staff record his hours arrival 
and departure each clinic. 

The Committee Service the 
American Hospital Association has taken 
important problem and one that has suffered from 
neglect. standardization dispensary and 
out-patient practice can only based thorough 
studies present conditions and needs. Such 
standardization necessary and the minimal 
quirements noted above are commended.

Dr. Detling—Have done bacteriological work 
sinus infection. big field. So-called 
infection colds has been tackled but have 
not gone very far. Would like hear more 
the operative treatment. 


Dr. Brown—An excellent paper. Have 
done bacteriological work. Dr. Gorden 
son “Every chronic sinus has its patho- 
logical changes.” Japanese have seemed have 
much sinus infection. treatment, for all 
sinuses, never puncture acute cases, 
drainage. Where there some lesion causing 
damming secretion, puncture. ordinary 
cases use one-half one per cent. cocain and 
shrink down office. Give patient same 
solution and instructions use every half hour 
nose. per cent. get well after two 
weeks above washing with salt and soda so- 
lution (soda cleanse better), some add O.— 
clean. washings for ten days show 
tendency clear up, modified Krause oper- 
ation, wash out under inferior turbinate. Then 
Krause. never operate acute sub-acute 
ethmoid frontal. Shrink down and wash out 
and not successful take off small piece 
middle-turbinate and wash out. 


Dr. Griffith—I transilluminate and puncture, use 
normal saline and soda. Clear acute cases 
three four washings. Chronic cases last. years 
when treated dentists. Cases clear but 
not, use Coakley irrigation, lower 
turbinate and wash out. Ethmoid, treat same 
previous speaker does. use Mosher method— 
good results. chonic more radical work. 


Dr. Dudley—Most seldom get case 
unless hours old, thinking they have 
cold, neuralgia, etc. keep case clean, shrink 
down—two quarts solution every other day. 
Cases get well few days unless some con- 
stitutional condition. always puncture 
not get results. 

Dr. Vallee New pleasure 
being here tonight and profit from paper and dis- 
cussion. cases acute boggy condition not 
operate—if you trouble appears. 
results are found internal work the nose. 
Where septa exist more radical and extensive sur- 
gical work must done. Personally, not 
favor the Killian operation, dangerous 
location and opens new cavity, the orbit, and 
seems unnecessary. Decongest the nose 
first, use cocain strong, get drainage, re- 
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sults drainage remove some the middle 
turbinate, some cells opened, open the bulla—post 
and ant. cells—and processus uncinarius. Good 
tool rasp. maxillary sinus work, would 
not conservative Dr. Brown. Puncture 
helps diagnosis. Use argyrol per cent. the 
sinus, from coast coast are doing gener- 
ally. sphenoid sinus, remove the middle turbi- 
nate and get into sphenoid. Some men use zinc 
chloride solution, per cent. argyrol pledgets 
and shoved into meatus and 
there. boggy condition throughout nose, use 
inert powder, which rolls germs 
blanket. 


Dr. Hosmer—Thanks for invitation but turn 
cases over rhinologist. 


Dr. evacuation pus and free 
drainage will prevent chronic sinus cases, first 
thing deal with the swollen membrane. 
Weak solution antipyrin 10% sprayed 
nose after engorgement 

Dr. Kieffer—Have had many cases infection 
sinuses Japanese. Want light diagnosis 
ethmoiditis and sphenoiditis. against the 
sacrificing turbinate bones. 


Dr. Lund—Mentioned puncture sphenoid 


Dr. McCoy—One trouble there 
sphenoid you will puncture the brain. 


Dr. Miller—Sod. salts are good solvents 
mucus. For fetor permanganate potass. Suc- 
tion useful all cases. Has not been men- 
tioned here, but useful ethmoid and sphenoid. 


Dr. Old—Bacteriology very important—can 
too conservative these old cases sinus 
infection. 


Dr. Rogers Long lean view 
being largely mechanical and spite the 
fact there bacteriological side. experience 
has not been very encouraging vaccines. 
there anything more permanent its action 
than cocain solution? 


Dr. Mills—I have had experience cases 
bullet wounds, entering maxillary sinus. 
raques’ solution promptly cleans cases. 
one-half one per cent. solution hypo- 
chlorous acid and has been used general sur- 
gery (Dakins solutions). Its uses ear, nose and 
throat should investigated. 

Dr. Kelsey—General consensus follow along 
similar lines. pain maxillary regions remem- 
ber tooth bulbs project into sinus and pain from 
that cause common nerve. 
Use argyrol freely, flushing the nose, effect con- 
tinues for hours, use hot solution large amounts. 


Dr. Swetnam—Wish Dr. Kyle define more 
closely, acute, sub-acute and chronic sinus. 


Dr. Kyle (closing)—Acute coryza case sug- 
gestive sinus involvement. Sub-acute don’t have 
much temperature but there pain, severe, and 
dropping the throat. This means ethmoid 
sphenoid. X-Rays are useful. Hard locate 
cause pain. camphor, boric acid, 
equal parts, nose will away with 
stuffiness. believe you have free drainage 
you will never have sinus infection. Condition 
mechanical. Transillumination first required— 
then follows bacteriological side.

This little book covers the field painless 
childbirth very clear and concise manner, 
with especially strong plea for better obstetric 
practice.

tears can avoided, complete surgical anes- 
thesia secured. There seems even 
stronger need for this when using light anes- 
thetic like gas. 

The chief criticism the work lies the 
fact that makes the successful use nitrous- 
oxid-oxygen appear too easy. matter 
fact, not easy, and the beginner should 
expect certain number unsatisfactory results 
before able master the necessary technic.

BASE GROUP: medical supply depot, one 
more base hospitals, and, when required, con- 
valescent camps, contagious disease hospitals, hos- 
pital trains and trains for patiens, hospital ships 
and ships for patients, casual camps, sanitary 
squads, field laboratories, and organizations the 
American Red Cross. 

INTERMEDIATE GROUP: Rest stations, or- 
ganizations the American National Red Cross, 
and such other sanitary formations may 
necessary. 

ADVANCE GROUP: Two evacuation hospitals

section, and advance medical supply depot. 
The evacuation hospitals and evacuation ambulance 
companies the advance section are collectively 
known the sanitary column. 

The Regimental Aid Station. 

This station, established each regiment in- 
dependent battalion during combat and when 
justified the number wounded, the place 
which all wounded the organization are car- 
ried its sanitary personnel, and where emer- 
gency treatment administered. The position 
the station fixed the organization com- 
mander and near the firing line 
sible. 

Dressing Stations. 

These stations, established during combat, 
ambulance companies the sanitary train, the 
immediate rear the line regimental aid sta- 
tions, are places where all wounded, unable 
walk, are collected from regimental aid stations 
bearers ambulance companies. From these 
stations the wounded are transported ambulance 
companies back field hospitals. The equipment 
dressing stations more elaborate than that 
the regimental aid station. provides light 
nourishment and stimulants for the wounded and 
affords facilities for more elaborate dressings and 
for emergency surgery. 

Ambulance Companies. 

Ambulance companies are Medical Department 
units, consisting, principally, wheeled transpor- 
tation—the mule-drawn conveyance giving way 
the motor ambulances when road conditions per- 
mit. typical ambulance company our serv- 
ice consists twelve (12) ambulances, three (3) 
wagons, eighteen (18) riding horses, sixty (60) 
draft mules—4 for each vehicle—and four (4) pack 
mules. 

The function the ambulance company 
push close the rear the fighting troops, 
near the line regimental aid stations 
possible, and establish dressing stations. They are 
charged with the tranportation the wounded 
back field hospitals, giving them such temporary 
care and treatment possible while route. 

Field Hospitals. 

The function the field hospital keep 
touch with the combatant organizations, and 
provide shelter and such care and treatment 
are practicable for the sick and wounded the 
division, who are brought the ambulance 
companies, until the sanitary service the line 
communication takes charge them. field 
hospital can meet these requirements only when 
relieved promptly the sanitary units 
rear that its mobility not interfered 
with. 

apparent, therefore, that Field Hospitals 
not perform the functions civil hospitals. 
Their equipment limited the things neces- 
sary provide shelter and nourishment, and 
emergency treatment for patients, until they can 
transferred the immobile units the rear.

moting the efficiency military action. the 
required papers are promptly and correctly 
prepared, valuable experience, which might 
utilized for improvement methods, will lost; 
co-ordination, paramount importance cam- 
paign, will fail; the interests, not only the 
Government, but the individual soldier well, 
will sacrificed; the hospital corps and medical 
department units will improperly 
ciently supplied; the dead will unaccounted for; 
and the sick and wounded, under treatment, will 
suffer needless misery and privation. Medical 
officers must, accordingly, use every endeavor, 
under all conditons service, 
prompt and correct execution the prescribed 
reports and returns.
